Eleven familiar New Testament stories, including the coming of the shep- 
! herds and the Wise Men to worship the newborn child, through favorite episodes in 
Jesus'life and ministry, a few of the best-known parables, to the entrance into 
Jerusalem and the resurrection - here told by an experienced story teller and teacher. 
(| There's reverence and love in the telling, and the inclusion of much of the tradi- 
| tional wording gives it a homely ring. I'd suggest use with younger children than 
| the 7-11 indicated by the publisher. There's occasional over-simplification (an ex- 
ample is the handling of the story of the prodigal son) which lends itself better to 
the read aloud level. Kurt Wiese's illustrations in four color are uneven in value, 
and tend to be too static and conventional for my taste. But the book meets a real

Three latest additions to the series that resulted from the increasingly 
popular television program for the pre-school level, all continue to mirror the ordin- 
ary in stories that are proving a boon as activity helps to parents and teachers of 
two to six year olds. In the first, five year old Linda makes a clay cake for her 
father while her young looking mother bakes a real one. In Dressing Up, Kirie and 
Hal rummage around in an old trunk at home and find odd things to wear. The Baby 
Chipmunk is a switch from humans to animals, showing how a small chipmunk keeps com- 
ing back to a house for peanuts to tide him and his family through winter. The pic- 

tures for each, drawn by Ruth Thompson van Tellingen, Katherine Evans and William 
Neebe respectively, are full of eye-catching color and action. Characteristically, 
these books overplay the everyday and lack imagination in their portrayal of the 
@ happy situation, but they are labor saving devices where the young of limited means 
both mental and material are concerned.

Mauzey, Merritt Abelard 
COTTON-FARM BOY $2.50 


Merritt Mauzey is a well known Texas artist whose strong and forceful ill- 
ustrations remind one at times of Grant Wood's hand in New York's Metropolitan Museun. 
How much this book will be appreciated by children therefore, depends on their taste 
| for the heavy realism in his style. Briefly, it is a series of scenes depicting 
Texas cotton farm life, taken from the author's childhood and accompanied by texts 
with a young boy, Billy, as central character. Through seasons, different activities, 
surrounding country and neighbors, we get a true feeling of Billy's life- but again 
it is a dark and fairly cheerless one. (Publ.)

Seven year old Anne- 
gret,recovering from a bout of pneumonia, goes with her mother to Arosa where her 
apathy quickly turns to enthusiasm.

After high school 
on the coast and her troubles with “city folk", Bonnie is given the rush by a wealthy boy, 
Greg, who has moved to the island. Then Greg's mother sends her to study at Music Hill 
where she discovers the meaning of effort and,with time to reflect, that her real love 
is the boatbuilder Jimmy with whom marriage can be a happy combination of housekeeping 
and music teaching.

As editor of the 
Series and author of this introductory volume, Professor Williams (University of Denver) 
combines sound scholarship with a gift for popular writing, and sets a high standard for 
other contributors in his goal - to make the lives of great religious leaders as colorful, 
exciting, dramatic and heroic as those of explorers, scientists and statesmen. In this 
life of Paul he gives a vivid description of the background out of which Paul emerged, 
as well as an interesting account of the life and work of the "world's first missionary".
